Where  To  Get  Information 
and  Publications 


To  many,  Alaska  is  a land  of  unknowns.  The  state  is  huge, 
one-fifth  the  size  of  the  48  other  continental  states,  and 
includes  the  nation’s  two  largest  National  Forests.  Each  year 
thousands  of  people  plan  trips  to  the  Last  Frontier,  seeking 
new  opportunities  or  a truly  Alaskan  adventure.  Good  planning 
is  the  only  way  to  be  sure  of  a successful  trip. 

This  brochure  will  help  find  sources  of  information  on 
everything  from  how  to  get  to  the  Forests  and  what  is  available 
once  you’re  there,  to  where  and  how  to  apply  for  employment. 
Many  state  and  federal  agencies  offer  informational  brochures 
and  booklets  to  the  public  either  free,  as  long  as  supplies  last, 
or  for  a small  fee.  Requests  should  be  sent  to  the  issuing  office.

Most  Requested  Information 

Alaska’s  National  Forests  offer  a tremendous  mixture  of 
outdoor  recreation  opportunities  for  thousands  of  residents 
and  tourists  each  year.  The  Forest  Service  provides  a variety 
of  facilities  to  accommodate  and  encourage  recreational  use 
of  the  Alaskan  environment.  Over  200  recreation  cabins  are 
located  within  the  two  forests,  the Tongass  and  the  Chugach. 
The  cabins  are  located  in  protected  bays,  near  the  mouths  of 
popular  fishing  streams  and  at  shoreline  trailheads,  and  are 
available  for  a nominal  per  night  fee  on  a first-come,  first- 
served  basis. 

The  information  most  requested  by  the  public  from  the 
Forest  Service  Public  Affairs  Office  is  on  these  cabins.  Up  to 
date  information  on  cabin  locations  and  descriptions  can  be 
obtained  from  the  various  Forest  and  Ranger  District  offices.
